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Fight on City 
Hall revives 
recall effort

Salisbury city government suffered another 
blow when Mayor Barrie Tilghman’s daugh- 
ter Casey Tilghman, 22, allegedly assaulted 
City Councilwoman Rachel Polk after a work 
session on Wednesday, Sept. 3, 2003. 

Political differences between the mayor and 
City Council supposedly ignited the conflict. 
Currently, Polk and Casey Tilghman have 
filed similar charges of second-degree assault 
against each other, a situation that has caused 
many people to lose patience with the present 
city government. 
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City Hall has been the recent site of conflict. 


In light of this situation, more residents are 
now highly in favor of a recall vote that could 
remove all elected officials in Salisbury. 
Brenda Cox, manager at Buddy’s Shell Ser- 
vice Center, had begun implementing the 
drive but then stopped the recall due to lack 
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Scenes like this one were common in and around Salisbury, after last week's brush with Hurricane Isabel. Fallen trees, downed 


power lines and flooding plagued Maryland and much of the southeast, creating a state of emergency.

Three of five seats in Salisbury’s city coun- 
cil are up for grabs this fall, and Salisbury 
University students that feel a local discon- 
nection have a chance to participate in the 
upcoming election. The general election will 
be held Nov. 4 and the terms of the council 
members elected will run until April of 2007. 
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Past Salisbury elections have frequently 
resulted in a very small margin, a fact that 
proves an organized and motivated group of 
students could have serious sway. The 2002 
mayoral race between incumbent Barrie 
Tilghman and Duke Shannahan came down 
to only 70 votes. 

According to city Elections Director Judy 
Ritter, the Salisbury’s charter states that any-

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Assault weapons ban questioned

The 10-year-old assault rifle ban is set to 
expire next year and Maryland lawmakers are 
trying to push the issue forward for debate 
within the general assembly. Recently, two 
Maryland lawmakers have tried to take an- 
other whack at expanding the statewide ban 
on assault rifles. 

Advocates like the non-profit organization 
Ceasefire point to evidence collected as rea- 
son to renew or permanently outlaw assault 
weapons. Ceasefire points to a study con- 
ducted by Johns Hopkins. According to data 
collected by Johns Hopkins, banning such 
guns helped prevent 40 homicides from 1990 
to 1998. 

Sens. Robert Garagiola and Neil Quinter 
plan to introduce the new legislation in Janu- 
ary when the general assembly reconvenes. 
Garagiola and Quinter said they believe that 
by getting the guns off the streets, crimes that 
involve assault weapons will become lower.

one 18 and over who has resided within mu- 
nicipal boundaries in the past 30 days and 
who is subject to city utility fees is eligible 
to vote in the general election. Students al- 
ready registered to vote in another Maryland 
county need only change their driver’s license 
information at the Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles to be qualified to register.

"Society will never agree 100 percent one 
way or another on the topic of gun control, 
but I personally believe that guns should be 
banned all together and that the 'right to bear 
arms' has been totally taken out of context,” 
said SU student Ibrahim Sagatov. 

SU junior John Vanderby! disagreed. "Pun- 
ish those who use guns for crimes, don't pun- 
ish everyone that has guns," he said. 

Garagiola and Quinter face opposition from 
pro-gun advocates, including Gov. Robert 
Ehrlich. Ehrlich has been criticized for op- 
posing the 1994 statewide assault weapons 
ban. He voted in favor of a bill that sought 
to repeal the federal ban on the sale, manu- 
facture and possession of certain semiauto- 
matic assault weapons. 

Ehrlich has said he believes in stricter pun- 
ishments for those who use assault weapons 
to commit crimes. "Bob Ehrlich is a pro-gun 
extremist," said Vincent DeMarco, a former 
executive director of the Members of Mary- 
landers Against Handgun Abuse. 

In a two-page response to his stance on gun 


local to vote in the city elections. Keith 
Knutson, a senior physics major from 
Eldersburg, MD, has lived in Salisbury for 
more thantwo years. He says he has never 
voted in any local election. Like many off- 
campus students he thinks recent proposals 
such as the 4 to 2 change in landlord licens- 
ing regulations are motivated by greed. They 
just want to make it so that there are half as 
many homes available, so that students have 
to pay, he said. 

Eric Colvin, president of SU’s College 
Republicans, said, “It is very ironic that the 
majority of the students do not have a voice 
in these issues that affect them. The biggest 
advice that I could give is for everyone who 
is affected to register and vote.” 

Students qualified to vote in Salisbury can 
register by either mailing in a form to the 
Elections office or stopping by in person on 
Oct. 14. 


control, Ehrlich said he has always opposed 
gun control laws. 

"Frankly, they do little if anything to keep 
guns out of the hands of people determined 
to harm and kill others," said Ehrlich. Ehrlich 
said he instead focuses on responsible gun 
ownership, gun safety, and restricting access 
to guns. 

Ehrlich said he wants Maryland to imple- 
ment the "Project Exile" program, a federal 
initiative that denies bail and plea bargains 
to certain armed criminals and sentences 
them to mandatory prison terms. The program 
has won praise from gun control advocates 
and the NRA. 

"I'm more concerned about punishing those 
who use guns to commit crime," said gradu- 
ate student Kelly Slagle. "We have the right 
to bear arms. We should not punish individu- 
als who use guns properly for recreation and 
such. Just as people find ways to get illegal 
drugs, guns will always be available. A ban 
on assault weapons will just limit the rights 
of good-hearted Americans." 


of support. Because of these re- 
cent events, a new recall elec- 
tion is in the plans. 

“I believe we need a complete 
turnaround in our mayor and 
city council,” said Cox. “I've 
had a lot of people coming into 
work to sign up for the recall 
effort. A lot of the people I’ve 
talked to are very much in fa- 
vor of it.” 

Voter turnout in last year’s 
regular election was said to be 
the lowest in local history, 
which may have been another 
factor when Cox stopped the 
recall. Yet this incident may 
have prompted people who 
didn’t vote to step up this time 
around. The fact that City 
Council had previously legal- 
ized recall petitions may have 
renewed their faith in the politi- 
cal system. 


In respect to the Maryland statewide ban 
on assault weapons, a National Rifle Asso- 
ciation spokesman declined to comment but 
did say that the ban has been ineffective. 

Quinter and Garagiolas ban of assault 
weapons would cover parts and characteris- 
tics that could be used to make an assault 
weapon such as the one used in the Wash- 
ington—area sniper attacks that killed 10 
people. 

"I think it's good to ban guns,” said SU stu- 
dent Elizabeth Coccia. "There will be fewer 
accidents at home with kids playing with 
them. street violence might be decreased be- 
cause it will be harder to access them, and I 
think it can only work for the better." 

The legislation that would be introduced 
by Garagiola and Quinter will be formerly 
presented to the General Assembly in Janu- 
ary. As heated as the bill may be, Quinter and 
Garagiola said they are hopeful that the bill 
will pass because they believe many Mary- 

landers support a ban on assault weapons.

Distinguished Educator| Forces Speaks

Amid national educational budget cuts and 
reduced support, Dr. Nomsa Geleta’s accom- 
plishments help show that there is a bright 
light for the future of the education system 
in our community, 

Geleta, a professor in the Department of 
Education, came to the U.S. from South Af- 
rica in the early 80’s when human rights ac- 
tivists began to challenge 
the government-sup- 
ported separation and 
unequal treatment of its 
citizens. A recipient of 
this year’s Distinguished 
Faculty Award, Geleta 
came to Salisbury Uni- 
versity in 1997, and 
brought along sincerity, 
inspiration and a unique 
perspective on teaching 
and service learning. 

Dr. Douglas Bell, col- 
league in the Depart- 
ment of Education, con- 
siders Geleta’s unique 
background and perspective central to her 
success as a teacher. “Nomsa comes here 
from another country and had to learn and 
experience our culture,” said Bell. “She of- 
fers us insights into what that experience is 
like; it’s something you can’t get from a text- 
book.” 

Bell described Geleta as a strong, compas- 
sionate individual with a great sense of hu- 
mor. “I know she’s someone I can go to when 
I have a question that I’m grappling with and 
I get her undivided attention,” said Bell. 
“She’s someone you can go to for wisdom 
but also for a good laugh.” 

Dr. Augustine DiGiovanna describes 
Geleta’s accomplishment as a teacher. “The 
component that allows her to stand out 
among other educators is her sincerity in car- 
ing about the student,” said DiGiovanna. 

Geleta believes that mentoring helps stu- 
dents to discover their full potential. “If I 
can spark that interest in a student to learn 
and be better, | expect them to be much bet- 
ter than what I dreamed of them being,” said 
Geleta. “Teachers show students the way and 
they take it and run to places you never 
thought possible,” she said. 

Geleta’s experience has proven that even 
struggling undergrad students can become 
successful teachers. “At times [they] have 
to take alternative paths to gain certification, 
but end up becoming the greatest teachers

makes me feel good.” 
Gene Warner, one of Geleta's former stu- 
dents and a current teacher in Bridgeville, 
Delaware, spoke of Geleta's presence in the 
classroom, “She's a dynamic teacher who 
does it all,” said Warner. “She has every- 
thing planned out perfectly for where she 
wants to go and how she wants the students 
to get there,” he said, 
Warner also spoke of 
how Geleta has influ- 
enced him. “She influ- 
enced me to become a 
= better teacher at the high 
3 school level,” said 
‘5 Warner, “She's also influ- 
= enced me to want to move 
= on and teach at the col- 

lege level. She really pre- 
» {| pared me to understand 
1£ each part of the process.” 

Geleta is successful 
outside the classroom as 
well. She has secured 
more than $500,000 in 
grants, which are used to 
help various aspects of the Maryland educa- 
tion system. “Grants support what we do,” 
said Geleta. “The great thing about grants is 
discovering that you have an idea that will 
make a difference, and have the resources to 
make it happen.” 

One service-learning grant resulted in a 
publication as well as the transformation of 
courses in three institutions. “The power of 
service learning is that it gives back to the 
community, and takes learning out of the 
classroom into the real world,” she said. 

Geleta is currently working with Wicomico 
County schools as a director of a $100,000 
grant program. Her aspiration is that the grant 
will help teachers gain skills to teach students 
of sub-groups. The grant money, coming 
from the Maryland Higher Education Com- 
mission and part of the “no child left behind” 
federal mandate, will go toward development 
and implementation of activities to support 
the classroom teacher with strategies to teach 
diverse learners.

Isaac Rosenberg was born June 12, 1950 
in the small town of Gallee in Northern Is- 
racl. Rosenberg and his family were raised 
in a small communal town that very much 
resembles a Marxist state. 

For Rosenberg, joining the army was a 
natural and honorable duty. That it was part 
of life and a shared responsibility. Like all 
Israclis, men and women, Rosenberg enlisted 
in the Israeli army at age 18. Since the cre- 
ation of Israel, it is mandatory for all Israelis 
to enroll into the Israeli national army. 

“The military is part of reality and soci- 
ety,” said Rosenberg. “Especially in my 
background, going into the army and suc- 
ceeding is much like going to college and 
doing well.” Displaying talent, Rosenberg 
soon found himself working with the 
Goaliani Rangers, a Special Forces unit 
within the Israeli army 

Rosenberg explained that Israelis realize 
that most of the Middle East would like to 
see Israel's destruction and that is why people 
have no reluctance for enlisting even at such 
a young age. 

“See, you have to understand this: when 
you have seven enemies that surround your 
nation and would like nothing less than the 
annihilation of your state, joining the army 
becomes a natural act of honor,” said 
Rosenberg. 

When asked about how he felt about kill- 
ing for one’s nation, Rosenberg had no res- 
ervation. “Killing for his/her country makes 
it easier for those who actually do it,” said 
Rosenberg. “Of course I have killed other 
people, but what makes a good soldier is one 
that does it for honor and country. Those who 
join the army just to kill another person will 
ultimately make a bad soldier. They will not 
make it.” 

Working with the Goaliani Rangers, 
Rosenberg took part in wartime missions that 
entailed infiltrating enemy lines to disturb the 
foundations of terrorist camps. “We would 
move into South Lebanon and essentially 
conduct hit-and-run missions into terrorist 
training camps,” explained Rosenberg. “We 
would also be in charge of taking enemy 
bridges and dams during a war. In fact, most 
of the missions undertaken were only min- 
utes long at a time.” | 

During peacetime, Rosenberg’s unit under- 
took counter-terrorism missions. Rosenberg 
said that his unit was in charge of infiltrating 
enemy territory, and much like in wartime, 
disturb the operations of terrorist groups such 
as Hamas. Some missions meant bringing

in double agents to be briefed by the Mossad. 
The Mossad is the equivalent to the US.’s 
CIA. 

“My team would go into No Man's Land 
and abduct the agent. We would then bring 
the person back to an Israeli building of some 
sort. Then we would drop off the agent to a 
member of the Mossad where he/she would 
be briefed or debriefed. We were also re- 
sponsible in returning the agent to the No 
Man's Land,” he said. 

The Goaliani Rangers are an clite group of 
troops that are held with high respect in Is- 
racli society. Rosenberg said that when his 
military career came to an end, he could have 
any job he wanted. “I would simply walk 
into a place of employment. As soon as they 
learned what military background I came 
from, | would have the job,” said Rosenberg. 

In retrospect to the anniversary of Sept. 11, 
Rosenberg reflected on the attack. He ex- 
plained that what happened on Sept. 11 is an 
almost daily occurrence to Israelis, and that 
Isracl has been facing armed conflict since 
its statehood. 

“Tragically, Americans found out how we 
feel everyday of our lives,” said Rosenberg. 


The question: “Could there be peace within 
Israel's borders?” was put forward. 
Rosenberg replied, that if peace is to break 
out between Israel and the Palestinians, 
Yassar Arafat has to be removed from power. 

“Arafat has only his power values in mind. 
He has made an exuberant amount of money 
off the cause of the Palestinians,” says 
Rosenberg. “I will always believe that 
Arafat's true mission is the destruction of Is- 
rae! and that is why he has not stepped down 
nor has he relinquished any of his authority 
to the prime minister.” 

On the topic of Palestinian terrorism, 
Rosenberg said he does not believe that 
Americans get the entire sense of how ter- 
rorists carry out their goals. 

“The world needs to realize that Palestin- 
ian terrorists live among the civilian popula- 
tion,” said Rosenberg. “They train and con- 
duct missions within the civilian population. 
We [Israelis] go to extremes to target terror- 
ists with extreme prejudice. The Palestin- 
ians do the exact opposite and target the ci- 
vilian civilization.” 

Rosenberg does have hope for peace in the 
Middle East and it begins with Iraq. He be- 
lieves that the war in Iraq is the first good 
step into the right direction; that if peace is 
going to come about in Israel, Irag is a good 
place to start.

Without caring and hoping that the 
two lovers end up together and overcoming 
their forbidden romance, much of the sur- 
rounding film is just action filler, passing the 
time away. 

In the end, “Underworld” comes out as, at 
best, a mediocre movie. It is by no means

Music is synonymous with “the voice.” A 
voice conveys a message, an attitude and a 
sense of urgency, something that one can re- 
late to or identify with. These voices come 
along only so often in popular music. Where 
voices like Frank Sinatra, Elvis Presley, John 
Lennon, Bob Marley, Bono and Joe Strum- 
mer can be embraced beyond generational 
boundaries, Johnny Cash embodied this same 
ideal. 

Known best for his trademark baritone 
growl, Cash died Friday, Sept. 12, at the age 
of 71, due to complications with diabetes. 
Cash spent the latter part of his life dealing 
with severe pain. Cash suffered through heart 
surgery, a diagnosis for a neurological dis- 
ease, glaucoma, asthma, a broken jaw he re- 
fused treatment for and just this past May, 
the death of his wife of 35 years, June Carter 
Cash. 

Cash was born Feb. 26, 1932, as a child of 
the depression in Kingsland, Arkansas. 
Cash’s brother Jack died in an accident at the 
age. of 14, which many believe was part of 
the inspiration for Cash’s dark songs of love 
and loss. After a brief stint in the Air Force 
after high school, Cash became a door to door 
salesman before landing a gig at Sun Records. 
Known by many as “The Man In Black,” in 
honor of the poor and oppressed, Cash stuck 
out like a sore thumb from the singers he 
came up with. Cash came up as part of what 
is now known as “The Million Dollar Quar- 
tet.” This quartet consisted of Jerry Lee 
Lewis, Carl Perkins and a young Elvis 
Presley. 

Cash was a prominent figure in music for 
nearly 50 years, singing anthems about the 
plight of the common man. He recorded more 
than 1,500 songs in his career including hits

Cry,” “I Walk the Line” and “A Boy Named 
Sue.” Cash won 11 Grammy Awards, includ- 
ing a lifetime achievement award. Cash was 
also the first performer ever to be inducted 
into both the Country Hall of Fame and Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame. Elvis was not in- 
ducted into the Country Hall of Fame until 
1998. 

With near constant touring, Cash battled 
problems with drug and alcohol addiction 
throughout his life. Drug and alcohol binges 
led to a divorce from Cash’s first wife, Vivian 
Liberto, in 1966. In 1969, Cash overcame 
his addiction and turned to religion with the 
help of singing partner and new wife Carter 
Cash. Carter Cash actually co-wrote “Ring 
of Fire” with Merle Kilgore about the early 
attraction that she shared with Cash. “Ring 
of Fire,” has since been covered by bands 
from Blondie to Social Distortion. By 1969, 
Cash was considered by many to be the hot-

test act in the world, even outselling the 
Beatles. Later on in his career, Cash hosted 
a variety show on ABC, wrote an autobiog- 
raphy which has since sold more than a mil- 
lion copies, collaborated with artists such as 
Bob Dylan, U2 and Ray Charles and formed 
a supergroup in the 1980’s that some call 
“The Highwaymen.” This group consisted 
of Willie Nelson, Waylon Jennings and Kris 
Kristofferson. 

In 1994, Cash hooked up with producer 
Rick Rubin, famous for his work with the 
Beastie Boys and Tom Petty. Rubin decided 
to strip Cash’s music down to the core; just 
Cash, a guitar, and very little else. The result 
was four albums that may have not sold a 
million copies, but received critical acclaim 
and served as a fitting end to his career. The 
album that received the most attention was 
Cash’s most recent, “American IV.” The rea- 
son for this attention was that the album fea- 
tured the video “Hurt,” a cover of a Nine Inch 
Nails song. “Hurt,” directed by Mark 
Romanek, was nominated for six MTV Video 
Music Awards, taking home best cinematog- 
raphy. “Hurt” was a deeply touching, career- 
capping video that truly showed the dark, 
powerful nature of Cash’s performance in 
song. 

To youth today, Cash may not be a recog- 
nizable figure. But his influence on our cul- 
ture is immeasurable. Just to name a few, 
Cash’s songs can currently be heard in the 
background of General Electric and Choice 
Hotels commercials, and a reference is made 
to “A Boy Named Sue” in the motion picture 
“Swingers.” If you listen closely enough, you 
just might hear him, and soon you will ap- 
preciate him. The great thing about music is 
that voices like Cash’s can last forever in our 
hearts and minds. For a man who spent much 
of his life singing about death, life springs 
eternal through his words.
